By PAUL R. MALLON 
(United Press Staff Correspondent) 
Washington, Feb. l l — The senate 
went on a tax reduction spree last 
night and added $100,000,000 slash 
to the plans of the republican ad­ 
ministration leaders for a $352,000,- 
000 reduction. 
All levies upon automobiles, trucks 
and admissions to amusements were 
wiped out with the aid of democrats 
who deserted their 
coalition 
with 
republicans to join the independents. 
The rebellious group asserted 
be­ 
lief that taxes could be reduced far 
more than the $350,000,000, which 
Secretary of the 
Treasury 
Mellon 
thought safe for the 
nation’s 
fin­ 
ances. 
Today Chairman Smoot of the fin­ 
ance committee announced he would 
seek to rescind the decrees and be­ 
cause many senators were absent at 
the time the vote was taken it seem­ 
ed that he would be able to retract 
a fewr of the reductions which, he 
believes, might leave the treasury in 
a precarious position.

The resolution charged the

W ar Weeks last spring as a "blund­ 
er” and petitioned that the secre­ 
tary of war be shorn of his power. 
The preamble of

pointed out that the United States 
supreme court has held that any di­ 
version of water affecting the n atur­ 
al level of boundary water is 
ex­ 
pressly provided against by the in­ 
ternational treaty with Canada.

REVIVAL MEETINGS 


350 Gallons of Coin And Rye Mash­ 
ed Seized by Sheriff 
Near Ironton 


ALSO 50 GALLON STILL 


Outfit Found in a Small Dugout on a 
Farm Near 
There 
The members of the sheriff's ofTire 
have made a number of ills; hauls of 
moonshine and mash 
in 
the 
last 
week, including: a seizure of 350 gal­ 
lons of corn and rye mash made 
Tuesday near Ironton. 
The nig 50 gallon copper still, with 
a complete array of paraphernalia, ii 
now resting in the sheriff’s office, 
while 2 1ii gallons of the manufactur­ 
ed product is locked securely in the 
vault. 
The still according to tho 
sheriff was taken from the farm of 
Mary Luzar, about three miles west 
of Ironton, 
in 
Irondale 
township. 
The haul included the copper still 
v. ith (“oils, a pumping out tit for tho 
cooling apparatus, tester, 350 gal­ 
lons of mash, and 2 
gallons of Ii 
quor. 
Th outfit was set up in a small 
dugout about eighty rods from the 
farmhouse, and had this sign tacked 
up over the door, printed in larga 
pencilled letters on an old brown pa­ 
per grocery sack: 
Keep Off 
Man. You! 
Don’t Kill Yourself, 
A. V. 
This was the second haul made 
from this place. 
Just two months 
before the place had been raided by 
Sheriff Reid, Henry Stein, and Theo­ 
dore Nesheint, and a still improvised 
from two copper wash boilers, about 
20 gallon capacity, with IO gallons 
bf liquor and 140 gallons mash .seiz­ 
ed. 
Deputies George Rardin and Henry 
Stein made the second seizure. 
Mrs. Luzar will undoubtedly be 
brought before district court on both 
charges, at the next term of court. 
Another big haul was made last 
week, when Deputies Nesheint and 
Stein raided a place on Fool’s Lake, 
in Mission township, on the othor 
side of Crosby, when OO gallons of 
manufactured wine were taken from 
a hidden place in a horse barn. The 
men arrested in connection with this 
raid were Phillip Dumovich and Joe 
Bobanich. 
The wine press was located under 
the floor of the barn, and the de­ 
puties had to tear up three heavy 
planks to get at it. 
Fifty gallons of 
mash were taken also at this place. 
According to meager information re­ 
garding it. the still had been hidden' 
there for six years. 
In Fairfield township this week, 
the same deputies seized a copper 
wash boiler still, 15 gallon capacity, 
on the Frank Lindstrom farm, oper­ 
ated by August Johnson. 
No mash 
or liquor was found here.

One of the bi# steps was taken by the Brainerd Chamber of 
Commerce, when through its committee chairm an, S. R. Adair, 
and associate committee members, it raised the fund which made 
possible the purchase of dairy sires for the improvement of dairy 
herds in the county. 
It has forecast the doom of the scrub bull, 
and the mongrel cow. 
Another big thing was the advent of the cucumber industry 
and the glory for its commercial success is now reflected in great 
measure by several agencies. 
County Agent E . G. Both started

canning industry.

Cloud and it is hoped that the B a rr people or other g reat canning 
industries may be interested in establishing branches in the B rain­ 
erd lake region. 
That canning thrives here is shown concretely by the experi­ 
ence of G. W. Hunt who for many years has operated a small plant 
at Bay Lake and whose customers include prominent summer 
tourists and local people. 
His carnied goods have a wonderful 
flavor because they are canned shortly after the crop is picked 
from vines or stalks. 
Brainerd a to n e time had a farm er making excellent brooms, 
in fact C. N. Erickson and 
many 
other 
Brainerd 
m erchants 
bought large stocks. 
The farm er removed to Brainerd and took 
up another line of business and that was the end of the broom 
making locally. 
The cream ery and livestock associations of the farm ers are 
constantly expanding and doing more business. 
Cream checks 
payable monthly now contribute largely to the ready money of the 
farm er. 
Brainerd offers a good market for the fanners crops and fuel 
and in summer time the tourist trade offers a wonderful cash 
market. 
The county of Crow Wing, in building its court house, took 
cognizance of the importance of the farm ing industry by dedicat­ 
ing one of its largest and most comfortable rooms for farm er use 
and there are held meetings of farm bureau, creamery association, 
etc. 
1 
The advent of good roads, the maintenance and extension of 
such roads; the extension of the rural telephone and the radio, tin*1 
automobile, etc., all have done their share in removing a former 
isolation which had often depressed the man of the soil and his 
family. 
We believe there is no county excelling Crow Wing county in 
the advantages offered settlers, in the markets and roads and 
schools, in the many farm conveniences prevalent, and in the rea­ 
sonable price of unimproved or improved farm lands. 
Tenant farm ers of Iowa and Illinois and other midwest sec­ 
tions should spend their summer vacation in Crow W ing county 
and we believe that such short visits will win them from their 
form er homes and cause them to settle here.

SOCIAL SERVICE ACTIVITIES FOK MEN 


T h e Salvation Army maintains 99 industrial homes in the 
principal cities of the United States. 
In these homes unemployed 
men spend three or four weeks for the purpose of working them­ 
selves back to respectability. 
They sort and bale waste paper and 
repair furniture and clothing collected from citizens. 
The paper 
is returned to the mills and the remade clothing and furniture 
a re sold to laboring people at nominal prices. 
The men are ulti­ 
mately placed iii positions and are frequently reunited with their 
families. 
The Army further maintains 78 working men’s hotels where 
men who are temporarily embarrassed or who earn low wages 
are provided with comfortable lodging in a wholesome atmos­ 
phere either at nominal prices or on a charity basis. 
The Army also maintains 88 employment 
bureaus 
in 
the 
United States where all services are rendered free of charge. 
Over 12,000 prisoners are members of the 
B rig h ter 
Day 
League, a Salvation Army “ fraternity,” behind the gray Walls. 
Oyer more than 800 “life-term ers” are members of the A rm y’s 
L if e r ’s club and a systematic plan of relief for the families of 
prisoners is maintained, and more than 600 prisoners are annu­ 
ally entrusted to the prison department on parole.

Fans are led to believe by winter gossip that heavy 
hitting, so pronounced in tile major leagues during the last four years, will 
lie decreased by the repeal of the rule prohibiting the use of resin on the ball. 
The Increase in slugging was blamed on the rule prohibiting the use of 
uiv foreign substance on tile hall and the change in the construction of th*- 


hall to m a k e it m or e lively. 
The magnate , in spite of many reasons to believe otherwise, insisted 


that the ball Was built the same as it was before Babe Ruth started driving 
hem out of tin- parks and that the game was not being changed to suit the 


commercial market. 
Players insisted all along that the hall had a lot of rabbit In it and they 


expressed the fear that some of the infielders would he killed if something 
was not done to curb the heavy hitting. 
Late last season there was a very noticeable decrease in hitting and the 
players said that the ball had been changed again. 
Among those who no­ 


ti ced a difference was Rogers Hornsby, manager of the St. Louis Cardinals 
md the champion batsman of the National league. 
“ I Know thiit the hall during the last month of the s e a s o n was not as 


lively as the one used ea rlier in tile year but I don’t know the reason,” lie 
said. 
Many of the club owners felt that there was too much hitting in the 
game and that baseball was losing some of its most entertaining features, 
ifase running, for instance, became a lost art as there was no reason to risk 
i player’s limbs in sneaking a base when the chances were good that he 
could hr* knocked in. 
Perhaps this is the reason for the c h a n g e in the rule, designed to relieve 
some of the handicap Imposed upon the pitchers but it remains to be seen 
how much of a benefit it will prove.
